There question but that the public should protected from charlatans. There are 
already penal statutes deal with false representations. Except for the most generai 
assertions, there has been showing the extent which frauds evade these provisions. 


also necessary know what extent its provisions would exclude from practice 
sons having honest claim the title psychologist. These facts are presently unavailable. 


Further, there very real danger that the license created this bill eliminate 
fraudulant psychologists would itself danger being misunderstood the public and 
even those receiving the license. The borderline between psychology and psychiatry, although 
clear enough the abstract, very difficult recognize practice. The definitions 
included this bill are not helpful. Adequate recognition this problem has not been 
given the preparation this bill either its definitions the provisions for 
its administration.

CALIFORNIA LEGISLATIVE SITUATION

Two activities the 1951 California Legislature have been psychologists the 
state. One was the passage bill amend the medical code defining “he word "diagnosis". 
The present law restricts diagnosis and treatment any mental physical condition.to licensed 
members the healing including psychologists.

The three bills regulate the practice psychology could not ignored, Each con- 
tained provisions unacceptable the State Association, particularly concerns standards, 
clauses", and formation the licensing board. early appeared that only one 
bill had any organized support. This was licensing bill (A.B. 3270) and was particularly 
jectionable its early form. had low standards for licensing, "grandfather" provision 
which admitted virtually anybody license, and training requirements which encouraged the 
establishment schools train psychologists. Such schools would have had few standards

The CSPA and local groups joined the Medical Association opposing this bill and sent 
sentatives appear before the committee hearings concerning it. recommendation the 
representatives the medical point view, the CSPA group prepared set strong 
ments (essentially bill drafted the Association which were proposed the legis- 
lative hearing. This step effect confused the issue and the hearing was postponed May 
permit the author the bill make revisions. 


Surprisingly, the initiators the bill were willing accept virtually every strengthening 
amendment and new version was prepared which had high standards for licensing, relatively 
strong "grandfather clause", and exceptionally high standards for training institutions. This 
new bill was introduced substitute for the previous one, and received support the 
For number reasons was not voted out the Assembly Committee. The Committee 
was undoubtedly still confused the various maneuvers and changes; the medical opposition 
continued; and efforts mobilize effective support were not started time produce 
sults. Passage the objectionable bill was prevented but much greater effort will neces- 
sary good one enacted. its meeting April, the CSPA took action leading 
preparation legislation for introduction the next session the Legislature 1953.

The "grandfather clause" developed contained not previously noted and one which seems 
merit consideration and discussion. automatically licensed psychologists with appropriate 
Ph.D. M.A. degrees and three years acceptable experience.

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REPORT SURVEY MEMBERS THE DIVISION CLINICAL AND ABNORMAL 
PSYCHOLOGY WHO ARE PRESENTLY ENGAGED PAID PRIVATE PRACTICE

The survey reported upon was conceived early 1951 and was conducted means 
postcard anonymous questionnaire which was included with the April 1951 Newsletter 
the Division Clinical and Abnormal Psychology. (Members the Private 
Practice the Division, including Drs. Katherine Bradway, Mary Kunst, Arthur 
Reinitz, Keith Sward and Helen Thompson helped formulate the questions. Ruth Doorbar 
helped the tabulation some the results.) 


The purpose the survey was obtain summary picture the extent and types 
paid private oractice now being done members the Division. encourage maximum re- 
turns, only three questions were asked the respondents; and encourage frankness, 
signatures were demanded. approximately 1200 postcard questionnaires dis- 
tributed, 569 (47%) were returned July 31; and this report will consist analysis 

these returns. Because the anonymity the questionnaire, there telling 
whether those who returned their cards are representative the members the Division 

whole; but the high percentage replies thus far received (with others still gradually 
coming in) would tend indicate fairly representative sample respondents. 


The results the survey are shown Tables which will now briefly dis- 
The data Table indicate that 319 respondents, per cent those reply- 
ing the survey, are presently engaged some type paid private practice. About 
two-thirds those such practice psychotherapy; and slightly less engage 

clinical psychodiagnosis. About one-sixth the respondents some vocational guid- 
ance their private practice, and about one-sixth business and industrial consultations. 
About ten engage remedial education. 


great many the respondents two more types private practice. supple- 
mentary analysis shows that only 126 the 319 who engage private work only 
one type practice. these 126, therapy; psychodiagnosis; vocational 
forms private practice. 


When all types private practice are combined, (30%) the respondents say that 
they devote twenty more hours week this type work. Both the number indivi- 
duals reporting paid private practice and the proportion their time devoted such prac- 
tice seems considerably greater this survey than any previous survey made 
APA 


Table shows the percentages adult clients usually seen members the Division 
who report that they are presently engaged private practice. The data Table indi- 
cate that per cent the respondents report that the distinct majority their clients 
are adults, while per cent them report that almost all their clients are nineteen 
years age over. the other hand, only per cent the respondents report that 
the great bulk their clients are below nineteen years age. 

Table shows the extent which the respondents state that they would like extend 
their present private practice. The figures Table indicate that slightly more 
than half the respondents who present engage private practice would like 
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some extent; while about rer cent those who engage practics 
like extend their private work some extent. might exvected, higher 
age those who now relatively little private practice would like extend their 
than the (59%) those who now thirty more hours private work 
The highest those who would like extend practice found, 
ever, among those who now report that they are spending hovrs week private 
work. 


While Tables cover the main findings the survey, special was made

the light these findings, would appear that the engaging paid private 
practice clinical psychologists rapidly becoming, fact has already become, 
very important part the clinical psychological scene, and that paid private practice seems 
destined, the near future, become even more important aspect the profession 
clinical psychology. While there will attempt this paper discuss the signifi- 
cance these facts for the consideration such problems clinical training, 
tion, certification, and other Divisional policies and practices, should evident that 
issues mean import are hereby stake.
